APPLICATION FEES NOW PERMANENT 


The U.S. Court of Appeals 
for the seventh circuit in Chi - 
cago on July 10 issued it's dee 
cision that the imposition of 
application fees by the FCC is 
lawful and that amateurs are 
not exempt from the fees even= 
though public service is ren- 
dered. The courts decesion came 
in a suit against the FCC par- 


. ticipated in by fourteen organ- 


izations, including the ARRL, 
Unless there is an appeal or 
action by Congress, the appli- 
cation fees may be regarded as 
permanent. 


FCC RULES AMMENDED 


By report and oreder in 
Docket 14267, FCC has ammended 
section 97.87 of it's rales 
to delete the requirement for 
CW or phone identification of the 
sbation being called by an ame 
ateur station using facsimile, 

TV or RTTY. Thus the dual iden- 
tification can be by automatic 
means. FCC suggests keying speeds 
of less than 25 wpm and shifts 
greater than 100 cps for this 
automatic identification. The 
new rule becomes effective on 
August 10, 1964.

TVI...-.IT'S CAUSES AND CURES 


Interference is a bad word in "Ham Radio Circles". If it's not 
QRM then it's apt to be TVI. It's amazing how little a goodly number 
of hams know as to the causes and cures of TVI. The usual reply toa 
TVI problem is to place the fault with. the TV receiver. More than 
likely, in a great number of cases, the fault is rightly placed; how- 
ever it still behooves us as amateurs to familiarize ourselves with 


some of the causes and cures of 
these problems. It can go a long 
way toward better public relations 
for John Q. Ham. 


HARMONIC RADIATION-usually causes 
Widespread interference to TV chan- 
nels in direct harmonic relation~ 
ship with the transmitter operat- 
ing frequency. The only effective 
cure for this type of interference 
is modification of the transmitter 
to eliminate the spurious signals 
or in some cases a low pass filter 
installed at the transmitter will 
attenuate harmonic radiation, 


OVERLOADING-caused by the strong 
signal of a nearhy transmitter 
getting into one or more of the 
frontend stages of the TV receiver 
this causes crossmodulation, much 
the same aS a very scrong signal 
causes in a communications rec- 
eiver or a VHF converter. This 
type of interference is usually 
most severe on TV channels adjacent 
to the transmitter operating freq- 
uency. This can usually be elimin- 
inated by installing a high pass 
filter at the TV receiver. ‘HEN 
INSTALLING A HIGH PASS FILTER, AL- 
WAYS INSTALL IT AS CLOSE TO THE TV 
TUNER AS POSSIBLE AND GROUND THE 
FILTER TO THE TV CHASIS. 


AUDIO RECTIFICATION-this is caused 
by RF finding its way into the aud- 
io circuitry of the receiver and 
being detected in an audio stage. 
fudio is present on all TV channel 
along with the regular TV audio. 
The cure for this type of interfer- 
ence can usually be had by bypass- 
ing and filtering of the offending 
audio stage's grid circuit. Ground- 
ing of the TV chasis is also effect 
ive.
